A Colored Man Confesses to a 


Horrible Crime. 


A. COLTNTEY SEAT TRAGEDY,

WASHINGTON-, July 30.—A coroner's 


jnry found James Smith, the negro 
waitar, guilty of tbe murder of Mar- 
guerite Drown at Seat Pleasant, a largo 
country boarding house about eight 
miles from W»shiuston, in Prince 
George's eoui.ry, and Lite developments 
in the case have added so much horror 
to the crime that there are numerous 
threats of another Maryland lynching 


Smith was arrested by the \Vaihiue 


ton police, and in view of the excited 
condition of the 
people of Prince 


George's county, probably will be helc 
uutil formal requisition is made in order 
to permit the excitement to bo partly 
allayed. 


The nejrro made two confessions 


partly contradictory, bnt each admitting 
the murder. On the day of the murder 
she aud Dr. Miller, a boarder, hat 
dnvcu into town, leaving the girl at 
home with the servants. 


The latter swore that they heard a 


noise upstairs in the girl's room, but 
said they could not tell whether it was 
a lauKh or a cry. A little later Smith 
came down and iu answer to a question 
said the uoiso they heard was Miss Mar- 
guerite laughing at a stor; he had told 
her. 
He had a wnall basket on his arm 


aud at once left the house, saying he 
was coing to a neighbors for borne eggs. 


The dootox- who performed the au- 


topsy baid that his examination of tha 
tody showed that the girl first bad 
been kuocked down and rendered tiu- 
oonsrions by a blow on the forehead, 
rhat she had then been outraged and 
later killed by the severing of the 
windpipe and jugular vein. 


The jury promptly returned its ver- 


dict m accordance with this evidence. 
The negro servants about the place 
were held in custody on suspicion that 
they knew more of the affair than dis- 
clobed in their testimony.

The 
overhanging roots of trees fringe, its broken 
arch, affording shelter to innumerable 
lizards and iguanas, which dart along the 
ledges like embodied sunbeams, while 
above them countless swallows circle in 
masses so dense that the whirring of their 
wings produces a deafening noise, echoed 
from below In hollow reverberations. — Chi- 
cago Inter Ocean. 


Father Mmthew1!! MUllon. 


The accounts of Father ilathew's mis- 


sion from 1838 to 1S42 read like a fable- 
He made teetotalers as the great powers 
make soldiers—by the million—only much 
faster, and if there had been any staying 
power in the business the liquor question 
would have been settled out of hand. 
Wherever he went a veritable fury of sac- 
riflee appears to have seized tho people of 
Ireland, though the estimated number of 
converts must be discounted by the equal 
fury of exaggeration which seized the 
chroniclers of his progress. Thus in 1S39 
he is said to have administered 30.000 
pledges in one day at Clonmel and from 
100,000 to 150,000 in two days at Limerick. 
Unless pledges were taken by acclamation 
it would be physically impossible to ad- 
minister one-quarter the uumber stated, 


In 1340 he is said to have added 748,000 


to the ranks, or an average of over 2,000 
per diem for every day in tho year, and by 
1811 the number of total abstainers in Ire- 
land was reckoned at 4,647,000, or consid- 
erably more than the entire adult popula- 
tion. Any one may believe it who likes, 
but whatever the exact truth may be it is 
certain that this homely village priest did 
fora time meet with a success beside which 
the uniwl efforts of all the other advocates 
uf temperance before and after him fade 
into insignificance. In three years ha act- 
ually reduced the consumption of spirits 
in Ireland from 
10,815,000 gallons to 


5,290,000 gallons and practically abolished 
drunkenness. —National Re-iew. 


Sugar an Food. 


The use of sugar is now advocated by 


medical men as a muscle producing food. 
If the ideas of Dr. Yaughau Harlcy are 
carrlnl out, the college athlete not only of 
the future, but the present, will train on a 
saccharine diet exclusively. Athletes :vrc 
now seriously eonskluriug the idea. Some, 
it is said, have already put it into prac- 
tice. 


For years past it has been one of the 


fundamental theories of trainers that sug- 
ar was hurtful if taken in quantity, 
and athletes were told to hold tho product 
of the cane in abhorrence as a thing only 
detrimental to their interest. Now Dr. 
Harley makes the claim that sugar is not 
only harmless, but that it is, on the con- 
trary, one of the best of foods for produc- 
ing muscle, 


The doctor says that physiologists have 


demonstrated that sugar is the principal 
if not the only source of muscular activity, 
and that it is present in large quantities 
in the blood during tho activity of mus- 
cles, while the blood returning from these 
muscles is free from sugar. In support of 
this claim Dr. Harley suys that a person 
living on sugar for 24 hours could do 
nearly as much work as on au ordinary 
full diet.—Now York Journal.

"Yes. ii is quite n business," said little 


Mr. Schmidt when questioced as to whore 
all the tags came fronx and west to. ' • They 
conic from everywhere, pretty much, and 
they go everywhere, pretty much, but not 
tho same places. 


"The most bags we get arc from the 


breweries and other places where thcv 
handle a great deal of grain. They are the 
best, too, as a rule, aud wo bale them up 
for'firsts.' 
The other sacks wo sort out 


and clean, and, if they need it, patch them 
and mend them, and they make up the 
'seconds' and 'thirds.' They arc smoothed 
out, tied up in packages of 25 each, aud 
then dono tip in bales of 250 and shipped 
to i ho consumers. 
The best of them are 


usually used for potatoes, tho others for 
coal and such, and the lowest grade for fer- 
tilizers. 


"The busiest season for us is from June 


to August, when there are a great many 
vegetables shipped. I have men out all the 
time gathering up sacks, and in winter we 
sort and pack them ready to ship when 
business gets brisk. 


"As to the price, new sacks are •worth 


about ?•}. 05 a hundred now. The best sec- 
ondhand bring about 83 and from that 
down. 


•'We get a good deal of loose grain out of 


the brewery sacks, but not enough to pay 
to save it 
Of course we have lots of rats 


and mice about, though we try to keep 
them down, and I take the grain and 
sprinkle it around among the bales so the 
mice that are around will have plenty to 
eat, and eat the grain instead of the sacks. 


•'Trade ain't what it was some time ago, 


but we still handle about 500,000 sacks a 
year, and they are all used in and around 
San Francisco."—San Francisco Chroni- 
cle.

The monkeys, sacred to some god 


or other and of every size and de- 
scription, thrust tlioir hairy hands 
into the baskets of the passersby 
and into tho shop -windows of the 
confectioner 
and take whatever 


they can. Not a murmur is raised, 
not a protest is offered—in fact, the 
Hindoo believes it to be a piece of 
luck for him during that day if one 
cf tbe inonkoys or any of the bulls 
vrill only appropriate some of the 
contents of his basket or stcre. The 
bulls roam at leisure in tho market 
plnces, trampling vegetables tinder 
their feet and eating of the choicest 
fiovrers on the florist's stand. But 
all tho while the Hindoo merchant 
sits as an Egyptian mummy, with 
never a sign of disapproval. To ob- 
ject -would mean the breaking of his 
caste, aud caste is dearer to the 
oust India man and woman than all 
elso ou earth. 


Passing along-with the crowd, one 


comes in a short time to an enor- 
mous temple, -with grotesque carv- 
ings of hideous looking gods and 
animals

real earneos. Wedgwood also discovered 
that the vase had at some time beoa 
broken and repaired. It was his opinion 
that the head which formed the bottom 
of the vase was a piece of some other 
work that had been cut down and in- 
serted in the place of the original bot- 
tom, which had probably been destroyed 
at the time the vase itself was broken. 


By the autumn of 1789 Wedgwood, 


after many failures, had fcucceeded in 
his arduous undertaking, and the firsi 
perfect copy, made ic the famous jasper 
ware, was finished. Several more copies 
were subsequently made, though thp 
exact number does not secrn at all ccr 
taiu. These were of various degrc-es a. 
perfection and varied in size and color. 
Originally sold at from 30 to 50 guineas 
each, according to excellence of finish, 
time has, of coarse, considerably en- 
hanced their value, and some years ago, 
at the sale of the Martineau collection, 
one sold for £29-1. 


In 1810 the Duke of Portland placed 


the vase in the British museum, where 
some 35 years afterward it was wantonly 
broken to atoms by a drunken visitor. 
After being skillfully repaired it was 
placed for additional safety with the 
goms. 


Authorities are by no means agreed 


as to the subject of tho bas-relief, though 
various explanations have been offered. 
According to the museum catalogue, 


dangerous chimney had to be ' 'felled' 
not long ago, and the contractor started 
to cut away the brickwork at the bas» 
on five oat of its eight sides. Once, 
thinking it was about to settle on him, 
he and his men hurried away, but th» 
fall did nor take place, and they re- 
turned to work. The gaps were propped 
up with timber and the structure sup- 
ported in this way till the proper time. 
Thv'n the wood was soaked with par- 
affin aud daubed with rosin and ignited. 


The flames and smoke poured np the- 


chimney with a great roar, and the dar- 


ter of an hour, feeding the flame at one 
point so the wood might collapse thero- 
first and tho chimuey take that direc- 
tion in its fall. At length the balks- 
gave way, the chimney tottered, then, 
leaned over in a circular fashion and 
finally collapsed in the middle and fell 
in a heap. The climber told the writer 
that he distinctly preferred to bring a, 
chimney down in that way, for once, 
while taking down a shaft in a north. 
Lancashire district, he heard it groan 
and creak and had only time to slip 
down the rope and rush away when it 
fell.—Chambers' Journal.

But that 
method, though efficacious at times, 
oftm weakens tho structure. The only 
other alternative is to prill down and 
build afresh, and there i"-o two ways of 
doing that. One is to pnll the chimney 
down, stone by stone, beginning at the 
top, a tedious method and a terribly 
risky ono if tho structure be tottering 
to its fall The oth«r method the writer 
has often seen practiced in Lancashire

cation. In the meantime a very simple 
arrangement, similar to that shown in 
the engraving, from a sketch by L. D. 
3nook, should be used. It is simply a 
framework of wood hinged to the side 
of the stable immediately back of the 
stall, and so arranged that it may be 
folded by pulling on the rope. The ends 
should project beyond the division of 
:he stalls and be about three feet from 
the floor. If the animal is tied short, it 
will be impossible for him to rub. An- 
other plan is to tie a chain or rope across 
:he rear of stall, or a board may be used 
instead, being so arranged as to be eas- 
ily removed. The folding plan, first de- 
scribed, will prove the most convenient, 
and when not iu use may easily be raised 
up out of the way. 


I.nnK Worms In Pigs. 


Verminous bronchitis is due to the 


iresence of hairlikt; worms (Strongylus 
^longarus) in the air passages. Burning 
sulphur and allowing animals to inhale 
;he fumes is a good method of destroy- 
:ng the worms, but it is advised that 
the administrator should stay with, the 
jigs in the building to avoid accidents. 
Turpentine in milk or oil is a sovereign 
remedy iu connection with the sulphur 
fas. It may be given in doses of from 
15 drops to a teaspoonfnl, according to 
size of pigs. The copperas is useful in 
-irtding pigs of intestinal worms, but 
las no effect upon the bronchial worms 
other than in bracing the system against 
:heir ill effects. 


A correspondent writes: 
I suggest that the pigs be given cop- 


>eras in their feed, :<ud that they be 
>ennod up in a close place and required 
o inhale the fumes of burning sulphur 
ind heated carbolic acid twice a day for 
several days. The copperas may be given 
n slop, water or milk, a tcaspoouful to 


h pig twice a day. In order to make 


he pigs inhale the. fumes of the burning 
ulphur it will be necessary for them to 
be confined in :i tight room or large bos. 
•Vt most drug stores you can obtain what 
ire called sulphur candles, \\hiclicon- 
ain siilpnnr, some corrosive sublimate 
uid other substances, which when buru- 
d are very efficient parasite destroyers, 
>ut cure must be taken in their use, in 
hat the animals must not be long con- 
fined in the fumes or it will kill them, 
t may be well also to pive some carbolic 
icid in milk, making it sufficiently 
trong to make the touguo tingle sharply 
vlieu applied. The randies above men- 
loned are in boxes about the size of an 
irdinary axle grease can, and have a 
vick in the center where the fire is ap- 
ilied to light the candle. 


After burning a few minutes the can- 


lie should be extinguished, but great 
arc must be exercised by tho person ad- 
ministering, so as not tu inhale any of 
he fumes. A good way is to place the 
andle in on a long handled shovel, PO 
hat the candle cau be drawn out with- 
ut the person entering the pen or box, 
ind when the candle is taken out it can 
)e smothered out by placing over it a 
leavy woolen cloth and pinching it up '

Tbe reason why a fire insurance of 


$25,000 to $30,000, even upon the most 
•valuable horse, is a rare instance ia that 
the -risk in undesirable, because, as u 
mle, such horses are moved from point 
to point throoghout the country, and sc 
are subject to fire risks which they 
would not encounter were they kept in 
private stables constantly. 


The insurance companies, it is under- 


stood, prefer to insure ths> ordinary rnn 
of horses and cattle to running risks 
upon the blooded and higher priced class 
of stock. Still, the matter resolves itself 
to one of premiums, after all, except in 
extreme cases. Insurance upon racing 
horses and roadsters and fine breeds of 
cattle, including valuable cows and 
heifers, is conducted not only by fire 
insurance companies, but also by acci- 
dent companies. 


An officer of oue of the well known 


fire insurance companies of this citv 
said yesterday : "The policy of insuring 
the life of a horse against fire is vari- 
able. Any one may set out to get a 
large insurance on an animal, but we 
insure horses only when we know *he 
owner or satisfy ourselves that he is re- 
liable. Oar company places the limit of 
its insurance upon horses at §2,300 
We also insure not only valuable cattle, 
but cattle iu slaughter houses. 


' 'Theie is a large amount of insurance 


earned by many fire insurance com- 
panies in this line. The stock upon 
farms is included in this line of insur- 
ance. When it comes to an aoiinial of 
unusual value, then the limit may be 
fixed by the policy of the company or 
it may be a question of special condi- 
tions. Of course the owner of the vain- 
able horse takes every precaution to 
protect jiis property. This diminishes 
the risk to the company. Where horses 
are in private stables the risk of injury 
from fire or other causes is much less 
than iu a general place of temporary 
accommodation. ' '
